and the old path, That had a great wit without any mixture 
of madneſſe. 
It t very diſpmtable to me, Whether he preached more by the 
beavenlyneſſe of his Dotlrine, or by the holineſſe of hu life. Sure 
J am, he bad thu peculiar diſpenſation, That he preached as ef. 
feftually by bu deat h as by bus life or Doctrine. For the manner 
of his ſickneſſe and death fpeaketh to all that ſaw it, or ſhall now 
krow it by reading this Sermon. 
1.Tharthe beſt of men are ſabjeſt to the morſt of Diſeaſes: 
That all things come alike to all, that no man knoweth 
love or hatred by all that is before him, 
2.That though the Lord cauſe bis chlldren to paſſe through the 
waters and through the fire, yet be will be with them, {6 
a4 the waters ſhall not overflow them, nor the fire burn them,

T bough they ave troubled on every ſide, jot they ave nor di- 


ſtreſſed;:bough perplexed, yet not in deſpair, bon gb perſecu- 
ted, yet ot forſaken;tbewgh caſt down, yet not deitroyed. For 
ſo great Was th e patience that God meaſured ont to this our 
dearBrother,that though be groaned, yet he never grumbled; 
though be often mourned, yer he never murmured; nay,chowgh 
he Jon roared by reaſon of the greatneſſe of bis pain, yet he al. 
Ways juſtified and magnified God; and thy be did ſo con- 
ſtantiy, and in ſuch a degree and proportion, that as it ts ſaid 
of Job, ſo it Will be ſaid by the Saints that ſucceed us, for their 
mutual conſolation and encouragement ; Ye have heard of 
the patience of Whitaker : He had an ulcerated fleſh, bat 
a ſound and whole ſpirit , and that made him bear his infir- 
mity; he had a ſtone in the bladder, but a very tender and 


ſoft heart ; he had a body gangren'd, but a [owl unbelepred 


with ſin. I heard him often [ay with thankfulneſſe, That 
under all his bodily ſuffering1,he bad a bleſſed calmneſſe , and 
quietne ſe in his ſpirit ; that God ſpake peace; that thou gh 
he roared for pain,yet the devil was chained up from roaring 
pon him. 
It was no ſmall delight to me to bebold the tears that were 
fred at hu Funeral. Not that I was glad that there was ſucb 
Cauſe of ſorrow,but to ſee (in theſe dayes, eſpecially wherein the 
godly Miniſtery is ſo much undervalued) a Miniſter that nei- 
ther lived undefired, nor died unlamented : of whom it may 
be ſaid, as ù of Stephen, That devout men carried Stepben 
to his burial, and made great lamentation over him. Bat: 
will not detein the Reader from beholding theſe things more 
kargely related in the following Sermon, by one that was his 
fidus Achates, and as-dear to him as Jonathan to David. The 
Lord ſanctiſie this example to all that ſhall bear of it, and fit u 
buy Miniſters that ſupervive, to preach and live as he did, To 
fight a good fight,to finiſh our courſe, and to keep the 
faith, that ſo we may at laſt obtaine a crown of righteouſ- 
neſs which the righteous Judge will give at the laſt day to

The firſt is this, viz. T bat there ij 4 mutual friendſpip be- 
twixt Cbriſt and trus ¶ briſtians. Our Lord himſelf here cal- 
leth Lazarm friend. And that this friendſhip was mutual, 
it is evident from this hiſtory. 

Firſt, the love of Lazarw towards the Lord Jeſus. was 
witneſſed by the many entertainments and hearty wel- 
comes which be received at his houſe, And the friendſhip 
of Chriſt unto Lazer is atteſted by his liſters, former- 
ly, He whom thou loveſt is ſick,, ver. 3. and by this our E- 
vangeliſt ; Jeſw loved Martha, and her ſiſter and Lazg- 
nu, ver. 5. And the Jews ſaid , Behold how he loved bim. 
ver,z6.yea out Saviour himſelf in the Text calleth him 
friend. 

Now as it was betwixt Chriſt and Lax arus, ſo is it like- 
wiſe betwixt Chriſt and all real Chriſtians ; their friend - 
ſhip is mutual. The word friend expreflcrth love, and this 
love hath its viciſſitude amongſt friends. As tenniſe balls 
with "rackets are banded and returned to and fro, ſo love 
% aicus, àmongſt cordial friends hath its intercourſe, it is received 
qui amt, vel With acceptance, and returned with requitals. Greater love 
gi t. bas n nan then this that aman lay down his life for his friend. 
Srep®Thelau« This, expreſſeth Chriſt his love to his Chriſtian friends. 
—_— - : Tie are my friends if ye do whatſoever I command you. This 

© ſpeakeththe love and friendſhip of Chriſtians to Chriſt, And 
you muſt know that this affeRion of love was not only 
betwixt Chriſt and ſome peculiar Chriſtians , to Chriſt, 
as his Diſciples and Zazarw ; but betwixt him and all o- 
ther ſound-bearted Chriſtians alſo. When he preached to a 
very great mult itude of people, having warned them to take 
heed of bypocriſic,he uſeth this compellation, I ſay unto you. 
my friends. And long before his incarnation, this was the 
language of Chriſt (the eſſential Wiſdome of the Father, ) 
Prov. 8. 17. I loverbem that love me. Whereas it is ſometimes (aid of 
our friends, that they have onely one ſoule in ſeveral bo- 

; dies, it is moſt true,being applyed unto Chriſt and ſingle- 
——_— f hearted Chriſtians. T be Spirit of God dwelteth in them and

Theſe are brief hints in reference to the docttine, more 
generally conſidered. In the more diſtin handling of it, 
both the branches are to be taken apart, and particularly 
to be diſcoutſed upon. 

And here give me leave to premiſe the reaſons. where- 
fore I ſhall diſcourſe of this mutual friendſhip under the 
notion of love, in a latitude : viz, becauſe, 1, The word 
Friend (as we already hinted) ſpeaketh love.

His endearedSpouſe 
ſpeaketh this openly ; Thi «© my beloved, and thu u my 
friend, O Daughters of Jeruſalem. Anſwerable whereunto 
is the language of the Goſpel-Prophet, a ſong of my beloved 
to ba vineyard Let it be noted that Chriſt is not looked up- 


on and loved 3s an ordinary friend, but as a friend extraor- 


dinary,cither a friend already married, or one affected ſin- 
gularly with expectations of marriage. The virgins love 
thee, And indeed, none do love Chriſt ſincerely, who do 
not love him ſingularly, ſupetlatively. Let his own words

Becauſe of his famous, magnanimous undertakings and Reaſon 2. 
adventures as Mediator, that he might at once advance his 
Fathers glory, and the happineſle of his Elect. 
We read that Fonathans ſoul was knit to the ſoul of David, 

and that he loved him as hu own ſoul, becauſe upon à Duel he 
- hadencountered and conquered the Monſter Goliah, who 
had blaſphemed God and vilified his people. Now this ſet- 
vice was low and incon ſiderable, being compared with 
Chriſts renowned exploits, who hand to hand combated 
with the devil in the wilderne ſſe for the ſpace of fouriy days, Luke 4. 2.

penly, triumpbing over them in bi croſle; Who did beate up 
bravely againſt the power of darkneſle to be quell'd under 
the weight of divine juſtice to be ſatished , and under the 
flames of bi: Fathers diſpieaſure to be quenched, T heſe and 
the like ract actings of Chri't being pondered by Chriſti- 
205 do draw forth their hearts in friendſhip towards him:

Therefore all ſuch 
ate proclaimed Chrilts enemies, Chriſt-haters , ( even by 
Chrit bimſelf, ) who refuſe to ſubmit unto him as their 
Lord and King, 

Its no uncharitableneſſe, but judgment according to the 
Word of truth, to determine thoſe to be no friends unto 
Chriſt, whoſe reſolutions are rather to order their lives ac- * 
cording to caſtoms,humane tradit ions, their own humours, 
and the practices of the multitude, then according to the 
commands and counſels of Chriſt. | 

It much conceraes us all co examine our friendſhip unto 
Chriſt. To quicken this ſearch, theſe things are conlider- 
able, | 

1. Becaaſe many profeſſe much love outwardly , whoſe 
hearts affect him not unfainedly. As David deſcriberh 
ſome counterfeit Courtiers, whoſe words were ſoft like ole, 
when there were drawn ſwords in their .boſomes: Never was 
Chriſt more in mens mouths with ſmooth tanguage then 
now, when theiclive s ſpeak treachery againſt him. Th 
Judas calleth him Maſter, and giveth him a kiſſe, yet was 
no friend. Have I not choſen twelve (ſaith Chriſt ) and yet 
one # 4 devi? What Sugered words did the devil uſe, 
when he deſigned the ruine of Adam, and of all his poſte · 
rity !

theſe two further evidences of them who are beloved of 
Chriſt. 

1.Thoſe who are beloved of the Lord are called to be Saints, Rom. 1.7. 
Two things are conſiderable in the quotation, vix. 

That theſe Saint; are not ſotitularly onely ( becauſe 
ſo reputed and nominated among men ;) but Saints in re- 
ality and practice, being per ons whoſe hearts are ſepara- 
ted from common pollutions, raiſed above creature con- 
tents, to minde the matters of God in good earneſt: in 
which reſpeR they ate called 4 Saint, devoted unto him pry 36. f.

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And thiscalling is not alone external ( for-thouſands

Perſons beloved by the Lord, are faithful to the Lord. And 
this fidelity doth evidence it ſelfe by two things eſpe- 
cially, 

t. By cleaving infeparably nato the guidance of God, 
when others are ſwayed by the multitude , ſwimmi 
down the tide of times.In this regard in times of general 
Apoſtacy, 7adabis ſaid to continue faithfal with the 
Saints, holding cloſe to bis will in holy worſhip , when 
Ephraim followed mens traditions and commandments. 

2. By intending Gods glory more then perſonal advan- 
tage in courſe of life and converſation. 

And in this reſpe& the Apoſtle ſpeaking of the ſervants 
duty, doth place purloyning, in oppoſition to good fidelity; 
that ſervant who putſeth his Maſters gaine, he is not faithful, 
If theſe things were brought home by an unpartial 
application, how many would be found in theſe times not 
befriended by Chriſt, though they would be cryed up as his 
chiefeſt favourites among men? 

Secondly, the comforts which belong unto ſuch whom 
Chriſt aff. cteth as his friends, may be conſidered under 
two heads, viz, |

How ſhouſd the remembrance of ſuch rare refreſhings 
belonging to them, who are the beloved friends of Chriſt , 
quicken endeavours in all ſorts to gain a ſhare in his friend · 
ſhip.

The third Uſe is to be directed unto them whom Chriſt 
embraceth as friends with love, and they ate to be per- 
ſwaded unto real gratitude for his love. The Diſciple 
whom Chriſt loved, having touched upon his incompa- 
rable love, addeth this doxology : 7s him be glory and 
— for ever, and ever, Amen. From whence might be 
noted. 

1. That the glory to be returned unto Chriſt for his love 
ſhould not be verbal onely, but real alſo, expreſſed by ſub» 
jection unto his dominion. 

2. That this obediential gratitude ſhould not be confi- 
ned to term of time, but extended unto eternity, for ever 
and ever. 

3. And all Chriſtians ſhould heartily give in their aſſent 
and atteſtation hereto by annexing their «Amen,

you back to the review both of the proof of this doctrine,

Thus David complaineth 
of Achitephel, (and as ſome conceive, Chriſt of Jadas) My 
friend that did eat of my bread, bath lifted np hi heel againfl 
me. As Caſar was moſt afflicted with the wound received 
from his own ſons hands. And thou my fon too 

Therefore upon remembrahce of Chriſts kindneſſe 
learn to beat back temptations as Joſeph did, How then

* By an hers . unto Chriſt in dayes 
of deepeſt difficulty and danger. The ſervant engaged to 
his Maſter by his favours, is willing to have his eate bored, 
that le may dwell with him for ever. Ruth upon the receipt 
of leſſe love a great deal from Naomi her mother in law, 
taketh up this reſolution, Nothing ſhall part thee and we 
but death. God forbid that ever we by our Apoſtacy 
ſhould give Chriſt occaſion to ſpeak by way of reproach. 
to us as Ab/alox did to Huſbai ( deſerting David, 2s he 
apprehended) 1; this thy kindneſſe to thy friend? Why wenteſt 
not thou with thy friend? So be you ſure that this one circum. 
ſtance will gripe your hearts with great grief for your 
backſlidings. As Peter in this regard wept bitterly,becauſe he 
had denied, and deſerted Chriſt, ſo good a Maſter, ſo 
well deſerving a friend. 

3, By unfained love unto all chem, who are the belo- 
ved friends of Chriſt, This is the inference of Saint 
?ohn, from this conſideration under diſcourſe, that there- 
fore we ought to love one another, and we ought to lay down 
our lives for the brethren, But of this more in the doctrine 
following, 


That 4 Chriſts friends are mutually. loving friends unto 
one another. As Chriſt here faith not, my friend, but 
aur friend Lazarm thereby intending to declare the friend · 
ſhip which was berwixt Lazar and his Diſciples, as be- 
twixt himſelf and Lax ariu. 

In the proof of this doctrine, I will point at two 
particulars ( which I conceive this inſtance undet hand may 
hint.) 

. That there is friendlinefle and love amongſt all 
good Chriſtians. In this reſpect the Apoſtle Paul in his 
Epiſtle to the Epbeſians, joyneth their faith in Cbriſt, and 
their love to all Saints, And in his Epiſtle to Philemon, he 
connexeth his love to Chriſt, and his love to all Saints. 
Yea, our Saviour maketh this the livery whereby his ſer- 
vants may be diſtinguiſhed from others.

T bey have ſaid ( in their deſites, thougtr not with theit 
lips ) Come let us cut them off from being a Nation , that the 
name of Iſrael may be no more in remembrance, Whatſoever 
{ew of love unto Chriſt theſe perſons make * 0

doubtleſſe they are adverſaries to him, as ſundry G 
ſurrounding the laſt quotation do clearly exprefs. Keep not 
thou ſilence O Cod, hal i nat thy peace, and be not till O God.

As this docttine falls thus heavy upon all thoſe who are 
enemies, rather then friends unto ordinary Chriſtians: ſo 
upon ſuch eſpecially who are profeſſed adverſaries to the 
Miniſters of Chriſt, You know how the holy Ghoſt doth 
ſtigmat ize Ahab, who hated Michaiah, that he was a man 
who /old himſelf to do wickedneſs;,whereas unto true Goſpel: — I 
Beleevers the very feet of them are beautiſal who bring the * 
glad tidings of peace. 

Secondly, thoſe much more are by this docttine ſet ſide 
as no friends toChriſt, who are Boutefeuz and Incendiaries, 
ſeeking to kindle coals of contentions, and to increaſe the 
flames of diſcontent and animoſities among the people of 
God. This practice proveth them to be Factors for the 
Devil, and expoſeth them to the wrath of God. It was 
an evil ſpirit that made diviſion betwixt Abimelech and the 
wen of Sbechem. The Devil is pictured with a cloven foot, Judg. 9. 27. 
to ſignifie that it's his work to cauſe and continue diviſions 
intbe world ; And thoſe who ſow thoſe ſeeds of diſcord are prov. 6. 16,19.

From this open Conviction I proceed unto Exami- 
nation, becauſe there are many who upon trial will nor 
be found real friends unto Gods people, though they be 
not ſuch notorious oppoſites as were deſcribed in the fot- 
mer Uſe, . 

Therefore take thoſe diſcoveries of them who are right 
in their loves to real Chriſtians, | |

which an ingenuous moral man may value; as Herod re+ 
verenced 7ohn the Baptiſt;but it's holineſs which is the load- 
ſtone to draw the love of the regenerate Chriſtian, Be- 
cauſe $ aints,therefore excellent ina gracious eyr. And hence 
followeth uni verſality of Love to all ſuch, and the aboun- 
ding of reſpe& according to the increaſe of Grace. 

Secondly, from the qualities of his friendſhip : It is ac- 
companied , 

1, With an honourable eſtimation of them. The heirs of 
heaven do hononr ſuch wbo fear the Lord. 

2. And wich complacency, Al my delight (faith David) 
is in them, 

Thirdly,from the EffeFs of this love;viz. 

1. Readinels to perform real offices for cheic comfort.

There are many profitable Uſes to be made of this Doc- Apjlication. 
trine, which I ſhall only point at. 

Uſe 1, Therefore naturaldeath is not the greateſt evil , 
neither are thoſe comfarts whereof death doth deprive the 
beſt good; becauſe it is abſurd toimagine that the moſt godly 
ſhold undergo the heavieſt evils, and be ſtript of the chiefelt 
comforts. This inference is obvious, and might be uſefully 
enlarged. But I muſt forbear , 

Uſe 2. Therefore death is not alwayes to be 

looked upon, as a demonſtration of Gods anger againſt 
them who die: neither is any ſickneſſe bringing death, 
to be judged a ſigne of divine wrath and ſeverity. La- 
24144 Chriſts friend died, and it was ſaid before, He Whom Verſe 3. 
thou loveſt, i ſick. This is alledged as the reaſon of the death 
of eroboami childe, becauſe there was ſome goodneſſe in him. i Kings 14.13, 
Hezekiah was ſick unto death; and it's conjectured, that 
his diſeaſe was the Plague , both becauſe of the ſwelling 
mentioned, and the medicine adviſed. Let them take 18.38.21. 
tang + gs, and lay it for a plaſter upon the boile; And 
how ſad 75%, condition was, I need not to relate, who 
yet (according to Gods own teſtimony ) was a man of 
incomparable piety : Satan ſwote Job with ſore boiles,from Job 1.8.% 2,5.

Uſe 6. Therefore I hence exhott all the friends of 
Chriſt, to prepare themſelves for death, and to main- 
raine upon their Spirits a prepared poſture for natures 
diſſolution. Although I know , that they being united 
unto Chriſt, and reconciled to God through him, they Rev. 1413. 
ſhall undoubredly ( whenſoever they die) be tranflited 
from earth to heaven : yet there is ſomething more to 
be minded by Chriſtians, that they may be ready to die. Luke 16-22.

Divines, that in this regard Saint 
Pal died with the more confidence, becauſe after his con- 
verſion he was no way ſcandalous: I have fought the 
good fight , and I have kept the faith, and benceforth u 
laid up for me 4 4 rown of righteonſneſſe. Whereas Peter 
baving diſhonoured Chriſt , diſgraced his profeſſion , 
wounded his own conſcience, and prejudiced others 
(how farre we know not) by his fearful , threefold deni-

the foretelling of his death) toconfirme his heart in hel 
ing on the diſcovery of his ſincere love, notwithſtandin 
that ſad offenſive Apoſtacy. Broken bones, though knit, 
will ake towards change of weather, And the remembrance 
of ſcandalous miſcariages, may occaſion anguiſh in the bo- 
ſomes of dying Saints. 

3. Settle your outward eſtate and concernments , ac- 
cording to divine prudence and holy principles, remem- 
bring that you muſt be accountable unto the. Lord, ( whoſe 
ſtewards you are) how you diſpoſe of the things of this life, 
with which he hath entruſted you. This was Gods own ad- 
vice unto Hezekiab, Thus faith the Lord, ſet thine houſe in 
or der, for thon ſhalt die. 

Many good people deare unto God, upon this neglect, 
are leſſe comfortable to themiclves, and lefle ſerviceable 
unto others upon their death- beds, becauſe they ſuſpect 
the many ſad conſequences of their not endeavouring to 
prevent ſinne and trouble by an orderly ſetling of all their 
earthly enjoyments, 4. Leave 


4. Leave with gracious gravity and ſeriouſneſſe , charges 1 
and convictions — — of your neareſt — — — 
tions, that Chriſt, beaven and their immortal ſoules may be di ixior. 
principally cared for. Warne your friends to beware of the 
ſinnes of the times, and of their own inclinations. Com- 
municate your experiences for future profit, prudently, 

Here I might expatiate upon the examples of acob bleſſing Gen. 49.

And do not (I pray you,) do not deferre theſe things, 
for death may ſteale upon you ſuddenly, unexpeRedly,as a 
man falls aſleep ſometimes, when he thought not of it.

and ic would be a digreſſion, if I ſhould undertake that / 
diſcovery : But I only move Gods people, to arme them. 
ſ. lves againſt the ſinking feare of death, becauſe unto 
them it is no worſe then falling aſleep” And indeed 
there is great need of this counſel among Gods own fer- 
vants every where, who like fooliſh cen ate afraid to 
put off their clothes, and go to bed in a dark chamber. 
Herein the forementtoned Authour, and others , 
have adminiſtred mach good help, in which regard i may 
be ſilcnt. , x 

Dſe 2. Neither let us mourne immoderately becauſe 
of the death of our Chriſtian friends; ſeeing they are on- 
ly fallen afleep, When our Saviour had ſpoken the 
words of the Text, Then ſaid bis Diſciples , If he ſleep, 
he ſhall do well.

16.22. paſſe that the beggar died, and was carried by the Angels into 
Abrahams boſome. And, 

3. It may relieve the ſad hearts of godly ones, mourning 
for their loſſe in the death of their dear Chriſtian friends; 
for their God and Saviour is quickly and fully acquainted 
with this their affliction: he ſaw when our beloved 
relations breathed out their laſt gaſp. Queſtionleſſe it 
cheered Hagar, when ſhe underſtood that God took 
notice, when the bottle was empty, and heard the cry of 

Gen.21-16,17. 7/omael, becauſe he wanted water. And you may be 
confident, that Chriſt who underftands when your Parents, 
your Paſtors, your yoakfellows, your friends die; he doth 
alſo conſider what counſel, what comfort , what ſupports, 
what ſupplies, what encouragements you be deprived of 
by meanes of their death, Is not this a choice Cordial to 
Gods children, that their heavenly Fat ber knoweth they need 
Mat. 6.32. ſuch things ? 

Uſe 3. Laſtly, this Doctrine yields matter of ſeaſon- 
able and needful admonition. Therefore upon the 
death of Gods ſervants , we ſhould ſeek after ſuch dif 
poſitions, as may be pleaſing unto his Majeſty, who obſeryeth 
_— with ſuch providences, how we are affected there- 
with. 

Here then I would adviſe two particulars, wherein I in- 
treat the Lord to make us ſerious, | 

1. To be rightly aſſected with ſuch like diſpenſations , 
laying to heart the publick loſſe ſuſtained, when the 
friends of Chriſt and his ſervants are taken away by 
death. The Lord obſerveth and complaineth, when peo- 
ple do not herein anſwer his expectation, The rigbteow

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periſheth and no wan layerh it to but. And our love unto Efy 37. r. 
the publick, together with the conſideration of the great 
uſe of ſach perſons, would help forward our hami- 
liation in ſach caſes. You heard before that they are 
friends to Chriſt , and much befriended by Chriſt, yea, 
that they are lovers of the cauſe and people of God. 

Now is not the death of ſuch to be bewailed? When 

Eljjab went up by awhirlewinde to heaven, E1i6a 2 Kisg-t. 17,1 
[aw it, and be cryed, My father ny father, the Charet p 
of Iſrael, and the horſemen thereof. And when Eliſba was 2K. 13.1714 
ſick, Foaſþ (though not a good man) wept over bim, 

and (aid, Oh my father my father, the Charet of Iſrael, and 

the horſemen thereof. Becauſe they beleeved that the 

publick ſafety depended much upon the intereſt of god+ 

ly men in God, therefore their death was thus lament- 

ed. And cruly ſuch friends of God are the chief ſtakes 

in the hedge, and maine pillars in the building, both of 

Church and Common-wealth. Therefore in ſuch caſes, 

it may well become us to imitate the devonr men, rho AGs 8. 2. 
carryed Stephen to his grave, and made great lamentation 
for bim. 5 

2. To imitate the deceaſed Saints in their graces and 

holy converſation; we ſhould lay their lives, as ſo many 

faire copies before our eyes, and labour to write after 

them , by conſciencious imitation. The Apoſtle having 

given in a catalogue of Old-Teſtament-b:leevers,whoin 

their ſeveral places and ages did worthily , he eatneſtly 

rſwadeth Chriſtians to be followers of chem. And Heb, tr. com- 

fecing God hath given as to behold the beauty of ho- pared with 
lineſſe, and the power of godlineſſe in their courſes, it Heb. 121. 
will much ggravate out ſinne, if we labour not to be like 
them.

And truly 
I am very confident, that if Jeſus Chriſt was here in his 
bodily preſence among us, he would not be unwilling 
to ſpeak theſe words, Our friend Whitaker flzepeth, Be- 
fore 1 begin my Narrative, I crave leave to premiſe 
this, (viz.) that though (in ſome reſp:At;) I know a 
more meet man might have been choſen for this work ; 
who could have done it more exactly and gracefully: yet 
I acknowledge that my ſelfe am not the unmeeteſt , 
conſidering my long and familiar acquaintance with him, 
eſpecially if this be added, .( viz.) that in Summer was 
ewelve-moneth — I riding with him unto Twxbridge 
Wells , he was pleaſed to give me the Hiſtory of his 
life, from his youth till that time; and ſince that time, it 
is well known to many, that no one hath had more 
frequent and familiar converſe with him, then my ſelfe. 
Oh how often, and with what meltings hath he pour- 
ed forth his heart into my boſome, in reference to all 
concernments, perſonal, relative, private, publick , com- 
fortable and uncomfortable, which have deeply affected 
him! My forgerſulneſle will neceſſitate che omiſſion 
of many things, and my faithfulneſſe with prudence com- 
mand me to conceal much of that, which to my heart 
ſpake aloud his great goodneſſe and high commenda- 
tions, I will ſuggeſt the ſum of what I judge moſt con- 
venient todiſcover, inthe report whereof my ſoul defi» 
_ (I hope) to honour God, and to profic tus pco- 
ple. 

He was borne at Wakefield in Yorkſbire in the yeare 
1599. When he was ſixteen years old, he was nt to C am · 
bridge, and placed a Sizar in Sydney Colledge , where he 
was much valued for his pregnant parts, and Scholai ſhip. 
At twenty yeares of age, having commenced Batchelor of 
Arts, he was ſent unto Okeham(the chief Town in Rutland 
ſoire) to teach the free-School there. About foure yeares 
after he marcied Chephizibab the daughter of Maſter i- 
liam Peachy Miniſter of Okeham,, an eminent linguiſt , a 
godly man, and (as ] am informed) a painful Preacher - 
the 
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ebe Goſpel, who AE» „ and bighly valued Ma- 
ſter Whitaker, from his firſt acquaintance to his end; 
whoſe aflections to him, wrought on the marriage be- 
twirt him and his daughter. By whom God pave him 
foure ſonnes and three daughters; one ſonne died at 
Cambridge, two are ordained Miniſters, and the other is 
to be educated for the Miniſtery, Having ſtayed about 
ſeven years at Ok-ham, he was removed unto a Paſtoral 
charge at Srrezronin the ſame County, where he continued 
thirteen yeares, from whence he was called to Mary 
Magdalen Bermondſey , (with the approbation of many 
godly Miniſters, whom he conſulted in the caſe ) where 
he aftet twelve yeares ſpent in his Miniſterial charge fi- 
niſhed his courle upon the fiiſt day of Zane, 1654. and fell 
alleepin Jeſus. He was berwixe fi'ty five and fifty fs 
yeares old when the Lord was plealed to take him unto 
himſelf. He was buricd in Sermonaſey Church 7ane tne 
ſixth, with expreſſions of much love from a very great 
multitude of godly perſons, both Miniſters and others of 
ſeveral ranks and conditions, who attended his corps to 
the grave. By reaſon of much ſtudy, and manifold imploy- 
ments in his calling, he was filled with various bodily 
diſtempers from his youth. Ia the latter part of his time, 
he was for ſundry yeares exerciſed frequently with the 
painful diſeaſes of the gowt and of the ſtone. Notwith- 
ſtanding the reiteration of theſe totmenting paines, he at- 
tended upon his Miniſtery both at home and abroad, while 
he was able to cteeꝑ into the Pulpit, or to crawle unto the 
Congregation. 

But about the beginning of November lalt palt, the vio- 
lene paine of the ſtone did in ſuch meaſure and manner ar- 
reſt dim, that from that time, he continued Gods priſoner 
in his bed, or chamber, till he was ſet free by a long expect - 
ed death. Moſt Phyſicians in the City were conſulted, and 
were from time to time very ready to ſerve him with theic 
advice: who did unanimouſly conclude, his ſharp paines to 
proceed origioally from an ulcer in the kidneys , but im 
mediately from an ulcer in the wr of the bladder , _— 
2 Y 
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by a continual flux of ulcerous matter dropping down up- 
on that part, And by reaſon of the acuteneſſe and quickneſs 
of the ſenſe there, his paines were almoſt altogether in 
that place, though the fountaine of them was from the 
kidneys. Towards his end, (about two moneths ) the 
paine grew more extrea me, yet divine indulgence vouchſa- 
fed ſome abatements and intermiſſions, both in the night & 
day.As his death drew nigh,his fits of pain were more fre- 
quent, either every half hour, or many times every quarter, 
yea, two or three times in a quarter of an hour, wherby na- 
ture being quite ſpent he died in the Lord. After his death, 
Maſter Holiard opend his body in the preſence of D. Cox, 
D'. Micllethwaite, and D'. Bevoyr, (ſome other more anci- 
ent Doctors would have been there, if either their being 
out of Town, or preſent urgent occaſions had not hindred 
who found both his kidneys full of ulcers, and one was 
ſwelled to an extreame bigneſſe, by the abundance of pu- 
rulent matter in it. Upon the neck of his bladder, they 
found a ſtone, (which was about an inch and an half long, 
and one inch broad, weighing above two ownces, when 
firſt taken out, and wit hal, an ulcer which wis gangrened, 
and this · was judged the cauſe of his death. All other 
parts of his body were found firme and ſound. Now that 
which I ſhall relate concerning him in all thoſe places and 
changes of life wherein God diſpoſed of him, I will caſt 
under the ſeveral heads upon which I did diſcourſe in my 
Sermon. And this method I do the rather reſolve upon, 
both becauſe it beſt ſuits with mine own thoughts,and may 
prove the moſt profitable unto them who ſhall be pleaſed 
to read the Sermon, when they perceive che maine parts 
thereof, applied and vereficd in this providential Text, Our 
friend Whitaker ſleepeth, * 

The firſt Head, He loved Cbriſl. He loved Chriſt, 
1. Quickly. 2. Strongly. 3. Conſtantly, The Lord did 
win his heart unto himſelfe, while he was a Scholar at 
Wakefield, where he had his education, For then and 
there his affections did flow out towards thoſe who were 
moſt religiouſly diſpoſed, with whom he went frequently 
eight or ten Miles to heare a wakening-ſoul-warming Ser- 
mon, 
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mon, and he was wont 8722 with them in prayers and 
other holy exerciſes. And being able to take Sermon · notes, 
both underſtandingly and largely, he was very helpful to 
Chriſtians in the repeating of what they had publickly 
heard, being from his childhood ful of affections in whatſo- 
ever buſineſſe he undertook. Thus this plant did both bloſ- 
ſome and put forth fruit quickly, which providence did af- 
terwards make a very fruitful tree. For the more cleare 
diſcovery of his abundant love co Jeſus Chriſt, I will give 
theſe demonſtrations, 

Ficſt - from his early, and conſtant vigorous workings 
of heart towards the calling and work ofthe Miniſtery; be- 
cauſe he alwayes conceived, that therein a Chriſtian might 
enjoy moſt fellowſhip with Chriſt, and do him the beſt 
ſervice. And he conſidered Chriſts ſpeech to Peter, If thou Joh.21.15, 17, 
love me, feed my ſheep ſeed my lambs. 

Here I judge t heſe particulars very worthy of conſider- 
ation, 1. That while he was a Grammar-Scholar, this 
calling he choſe; and though his father endeavoured of- 
ten and earneſtly to divert his thoughts from the Miniſte- 
ry, yet he was unmovadle in his deſires to be a Miniſter. 

2, That he never repented of this his choice, but would all 
his life long, upon all occaſior s, magnsfie thu hu office. I have 
many times heard him ſpeak theſe words, I bad much ra- Rom. 1 l. 13. 
ther be a Preacher of the Goſpel; then an Emprrour, And 
when a motion was once made to him for a Maſterſhip in 
the Univerſity, he readily returned this anſwer, fy beart 
doth more deſire to be 4 conſtant Preacher, tben to be the Ma- 
fter of any College in the world, 3. That when he was moti. 
oned to marry her whom God afterwards made his wife; 
he was the rather inclined to accept the motion, becauſe 
ſhe was daughterto a pious, painful, lcarned Miniſter 
of the Goſpel, and would occaſionally tell his friends, that 
he was the better plesſed with his choice, becauſe of 
that relation,4. That he Was never ſo well pleaſed with any 
imployment, as that of his Miniſtery, Ia the Pulpit he 
ſtill was like a £(h in che water. Though many times be 
went halting and full of paine thicher; yet he would not 


manifeſt any ſenſe of diſtemper, while he was — 
o 
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How often hath he gone on. crutches unto the Congre- 
gition of his own people, to fulfil his Miniſtery ! yea, once 
(at leaſt of my knowledge) he adventured to Preach at 
Michael: Cornhil, when he was ſcarce able to get into the 
Pulpit, and bis friends with much difficulty helped him 
out of the Church homeward, 5. That when he was by 
extreame paines taken off from his Miniſtery, he would 
ſometimes profeſſe unto ſome ſpecial friends, that the 
paine felt was not ſo grievous to his Spirit, as his inability 
(by reaſon thereof) to manage his wonted work. Many 
times theſe were his words, If / could bat Preach, I ſhould 
be much better. And he would rejoyce with chearfulneſle, 
and thankfulneſſe, when in the times of his weakneſſe, 
he found not bimſelfe more diſtempered by his preiching, 
and would mention ſuch experiences 3s arguments to 
mo ve his friends to yield unto his preaching , when they 
did diſſvade it as prejudicial 6. He did zealouſly , upon 
all occaſions, both in publick and private defend the otfice 
of a Goſpel Miniſtery, and eſpecially amongſt thoſe 
perſons, and in ſuch places, where (as he conceived ) there 
was moſt need. This paſſage fell rom him with affection, 
in one of his morning Lectures it Veſtminſter: Though I 
have read and heard of ſome good Iitfmy who unadviſcdly 
in therr paſſion have petſecuted the PErfons of ſome godly 
Miniſters, (as Aſawas angry with the Seer, and caſt him 
into priſon)yet I never knew, I never read, nor heard of any \ 
godly petion, who did dare to oppoſe the calling of che 
Miniſtety. And whereas at the end of his Sermon, a 
ſouldiet ( expreſſing himſeife diſſatisfied with the Ser- 
mon) came to him in private and asked him, whether he 
meant this Miniſtery of England, as now conſtituted-? he 
returned this anſwer, Although / will not juſtifie the calling 
of every individual Miniſter in the Church of England (4 
you dartfet juſtifie the Saint ſhip of every member in your in- 
de pe ndan gations ) yet I wiltbe ready when and 
where you plzalc to maintains the Hice and calliv g of En- 
glands Anery at this day. 7. And that he continued 
unchanged in this his eſtimation of the calling Miniſterial, 
may be manifeſted by one paſlage in his laſt Will and Teſ- 
tament. 
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tament, (though it was not long) which I will put down in 
his own words, writ with his own hand: Fer my /on Jere- 
miah, my deſire u, that he be bred a Scholar, and that the 
Lord would ſpiritualy incline his heart freely to give up bim · 
(eff to the Lord, to ſerve bim in the Work of the Mini ſtery, 
which calling and employment (though now deſpiſed) I doe- 
ſteem above all other in the world, and do commend it to all 
mine, that if the Lord bleſſe them with ſont, they would com- 
mend thu calling to their peſterity. Before I paſſe from this 
my firſt — of his love to Chriſt, I heartily de- 
fire, that this may be ſeriouſly conſidered, whether there 
be not herein muchto credit and incourage the Miniſtery 
of the Goſpel; That a learned man, and fo eminent for 
piety, who alſo had throughly ſtudied the Controverſies of 
the times againſt the Miniſtery, ſhould upon his death-bed , 
give ſucha teſtimony unto it, when he daily expected to 
make up his account before God, and alſo give ſo great 
incouragement unto his poſterity , to undertake this cal- 
ling now, even now when ſuch diſgrace is caſt upon it, and 
when the Miniſters ſetled maintenance is threatned to 
be taken from them ? And may not thoſe men who know 
Mr. whitaker's worth be hereby awed, and moved to take 
heed how they oppoſe or (light ghat calling of men, whom 
he (living and dying) judged to be ſo highly honoured by 
God himſelf ? To all this adde,that it was an ordained Mi- 
niſtery , which he thus valued, as is evident by theſe two 
things (as by many living teſtimonies, )viz. 1. That he joyn- 
ed with the Claſſis whereof he was a member in ordaining 
Miniſters. 2. That he bad an hand in the book lately pub- 
liſbed by the Province of London in the defence of ſuch a 
Miniſtery, not only by aſſcnt,bu: alſo by aſſiſtance. 
Secondly, dis love to Chriſt was proclaimed Zby his un- 
wearied laboriouſneſſe in his Miniſterial ſervices, t. While 
he continued Schoolmaſter at Okeham, he undertodł a Lec - 
ture there weekly. beſides many Sermons prezch@ occaſi- 
onally in neighbour Congregations. 2. During his abode 
at Strettow, beſides his Paſtoral imployment twice every 
Sabbath, bis conſtant weekly Preaching at Okeham, he was 
4 principal prop to hold up the Lectures in the mw 
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bood. His manner was to ſer apart every holy day (if but 
one in the week) as a day of ſeeking God, in reference 
eo the neceſſities of the times, and no man was more fre- 
quent in aſſiſting in dayes of humiliation in private, both in 
K utland ſvire,and the adjacent Counties, when ever invited 
thereto, 3- And fince Gods good providence brought 
him to the neighbourhood of London, he was in labour: 
more abundant (2Cor. 1 1.23.) For the moſt part, his fer 
task was foure Sermons weekly,(viz.) two at home, and 
two elſewhere, (viz.) at MWeſtminſter and Chriſts Church 
London, or Weſtminſter and Stepney, ( ſince he laid down 
Chriſts Church Le&are) together with two Sermons eve · 
ry quarter at Michael Cornhil, Adde hereto his Preaching 
monethly at the morniog-: xerciſe, or aſſiſtance on the 
faſt day at the concluſion thereof , beſides occafion- 
al Sermons for preparation to the Sacrament at his own 
place, and at Funerals, both at home and abroad : Yea, 
I will cloſe up the evidencing of the /abowrs of his love, with 
this true report,(viz.) that he would never deny any mo- 
tion for preaching,and praying,if God gave bodily ability, 
and other unavoidable occaſions did not neceſſarily hinder, 
Many week - dayes he preached twice, yea, then when he 
attended the work of the Aﬀembly of Divines , (viz) the 
morning-exerciſe,cither at Weſtminſter or elſewbere,& af- 
terwards in the afternoon, I here remember the commen- 
dation which St. Pas / gave of Epaphroditme,in his Epiſtle to 
the Philippians ; For the Work of the Lord he was vigh unto 
death,not regarding bu life, How farre this is appliable to 
painful Mr. #h;taker, multitudes do well know, yes, miny 
conceive that his painful diſtempers (which haſtened his re- 
moval from us) were cauſed and increaſed by his many con - 
ſtant labour in chis kind. Neither were his Sermons jejune 
and dry, becauſe thus frequent; but always full of Scripture- 
ſtrength, ſavoury & affe ctionate, as his Auditors will teſtifie. 
Thirdly , Such was his love to Chriſt, that his publick 
Imployments did not take him off from family. duties, 
nor from more private exerciſes of communion with God. 
His ordinary courſe was, together with prayers, to ex- 
round ſome parts of the holy Scriptures in his own family 
twice 
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twice every day: and beſide other parts of Seripture which 
be daily read in ſecret , he uſually read over all the E- 
piſtles in the Greek Teſtament twice every fourtnight: yea 

when by reaſon of pain and weakneſs he himſelf could not 
read, he herein imployed others for his help. Hence it 
was that he was a man mighty in the Scriptures (like un · 
to Apollo, Aﬀr 18,24.) as was obſerved by all who con- 
verſed with him. And this courſe he earneſtly commended 
to the practice of his dearly beloved eldeſt ſon , as an ex. 
cellent means to make him both a ready and a profitable 
Preacher. 

Fowrthly , His courage in Chriſts Cauſe did much 
commend his love, whereof I will ſuggeſt theſe evi- 
dences, 

1. While he lived in Rutland-ſoire, he reſuſed to read the 
book allowing of ſports upon the Sabbath, though it was 
with commands and threatnings preſſed upon him. And 
when he was called to give in his anſwer, about the collec- 
tion amongſt Miniſters to maintain the War againſt Scot- 
land, he openly told the Biſhop or Chancellor that his 
conſcience could not yield thereto, This his anſwer ex- 
poſing him to great danger both co loſe living and liberty 
in thoſe times, a neighbour through miſguided love (com- 
paſſionating him and his family ) payed the mo- 
ney , and ſubſcribed Mr. #hitakers name without his 


.knewledge, This he was long ignorant of; and when he 
- heardit,he expreſſed, with many complaints, much grief of 


heart. 
2. Since our times of wofuſ defertion ard Apoſtaſie 


both from Goſpel · truths and practices, he would undaunt · 
edly in private conferences and in his publick Miniſtery 
expreſs his diſlike, yea deteſtation thereof to the faces of 
them ho too much favoured Errour , Hereſies and rant- 
ing courſes, though he knew that thereby he did tun ha- 
zards-and procure many frownes, He refuſed to ſub- 
ſcribe the late — — though thereby he was in 
danger to be taken off from his * eſt miaſter Lecture. And 


if his Sermons preached rn Epbeſ. 2.2, 3. (concer · 
ning 
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ning mens walking according to tbe courſe of this world, & e. 
fulfilling the Iuft.s of the fleſh, &.) could be collected and 
publiſhed,thereby it would be manifeſt that Mi. Whitaker 
in loveunto his Lord Chriſt,was a man of good metal and 
magnanimity. N 

3. One more private proof of the good mans yaliant 
love to Chriſt I will make bold to inſert ; becauſe my (elf 
can knowingly atteſt its truth. Sirce theſe ſtormy dayes, 
u here in the liberty and livelihood of Miniſters have been 
mahgned and ſtruck at, he rid ing with an intimate friend 
by Tiburn, (which he had not known or not obſerved 
before) demanded what that was? and anſwer being 
made this is Tiburn, where many MalefaQors have 
loſt ahcir lives, he ſtopped his horſe, and uttered theſe 
words with great affection, O what a ſhame is it that ſo 
many thouſand: ſpauld die for the ſatizfaftion of their luſts, 
and ſo few be found willing to lay d-wn their lives for Chriſt 
Why ſbould not we in a good Cauſe, and upon 4 good call, be 
ready to be hanged for peſus Chriſt? li Wonld be ever- 
laſting honour ; and it is athonſand times better to die ſor 
Cbriſt, to be banged, to be burnt for Chrijt , then to die in 
our beds, And how much he condemned life, in reſpect un- 
to Chriſt Jeſus, there are many who from his own mouth 
can witneſle, 

Fifthly, So great was his love unto his God and Sa vi- 
our, that he maintained and expreſſed high eſtimations, 
and honourable thoughts of his Majelty, when under tor» 
mencing providences, nothing being more feared then 
this, leſt he ſhould do or ſpeak any diſhonouts unto bis 
Name, Theſe were ſome breathings of his large love, 
when through paine he was, as in the fire , and upon the 
Rack, Good Lord, keep me from diſbonouring thy Name by 
impatiency, O, who would not even in burnings haue hononr» 
able thoughts of God | Ii be that knoweth thee would. net 
fear thee,O Lord, love thee, and bonouy thee! Lord, thou 

iveſt me nocau/eto have any hard thoug bt of thee |! Bleſſed 
e God,there is nothing of hell in all ibi. Bleſſed be bis 
Name for Jeſws Chriſt, and the revelati;n of the everlaſting 
: Goſpel, 
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Goſpel. Who knowtth the power of thy wrath? If it be [+ 
beavy upon thy ſervant here, how heavy ſball it be toall thoſe 
who ſhall endure it without mixture? Bleſſed be God for the 
peace of mine ard man, when my out ward man is ſo fu 
of trouble. Thi i a bitter cup, bat it is of my Fathers mix. 
ture, and (hall I not dvinkit ? yea, Lord, through thy ſtrengib 
1 will: this is my burt hen, and I will beare it, Upon any 
abatement of his paines, he was conſtantly much in blei- 
ſing God, uſing theſe and ſuch like expreſſions. Ol what a 
mercy is it that there is any mitigation , any intermiſſion | 
Lerd mate me thankful, And turning himſelfe towards 
thoſe who ſtood by, he would ſpeak thus. O help me tobe 
thankful! O lift up a prayer for me that I may be thankful ! 
O what a mercy # this! How much worſe might this afflicti. 
on kave been ! I might have been diſtracted er laid roaring 
under diſquictneſſe of ſpirit, By theſe workings of his 
ſpirit (which my ſelf and others do well remember, and 
I could heartily wiſh that all the reſt had becn recorded) 
who perceiveth not the ſparklings of his love ro God? I 
will annex one more, which bach much affected my heart, 
viz. theſe words he hath often ipoken to me; Brother, 
through mercy 1 bave not one repining thought again#t 


Now upon all theſe conſiderations, I appeaſe unto the 
conſciences of all ingenuons ones, whether there be not 
ground: to beleeve, that Chriſt(if here with us) would give 
him the honour of this compellation, A loving friend 
Whitaker. & 

The ſecond head of my Narrative followeth, That Cyriſt 
loved Mr Whitaker.(For as Idifcovered in my Sermon, 
this love is alwayes mutual.) The diſcovery hereof will 
be clear upon a double account, viz. 

1. Becauſe of the graces with which he was enriched, 

2. Becauſe of the Comforts with which he was re- 
freſhed. 

As for the firſt, Love-tokens are real meſſengers of his 
love who ſendeth them: and what ſurer ſignes of divine 


love then the graces of the holy Ghoſt? Now of _ 
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the Lord had given him, in meaſure, more then ordinary. 
That which was hinted before in his love to the Lord je- 
ſus, (expreſſed by laborious, couragious endeavours to ad- 
vance his praiſe, and to continue communion with him) 
doth manifeſt that he was very rich in Grace ; but there- 
unto I will add five more graces which were very ſhining 
in bis crown. 

1. Tenderneſſe of heart. Who ever knew man of a 
more melting frame before God, whether in confeſſions , 
petitions, or thankſgivings? Is there any one living that 
can ſay, I have ſometimes joyned with him in Prayer, and 
he ſhed no teares.? How did his own ſinfulne ſſe, (though 
no more then the ordinary imperfeRions of the faireſt 
Saints on earth) the evils of the times, and the teſtimo- 
nies of Gods diſpleaſure breaking out, break his heart into 
pieces? Truly I beleeve that for the ſpace of many years, 
he did never come off from the ſerious conſideration of 
theſe things with dry eyes, And how many thouſands 
would account it a igne of much love from Chriſt, if 
they could finde ſuch thawings in their frozen 
breaſts? | 

2. Meekneſſe of pirit. With this precious Jewel he 
was adorned richly, Who ever ſaw him tranſported by 
paſſion, on a fire through fooliſh anger, or diſguiſed by diſ- 
content? Though he weuld be warm for God; yet he was 
a man of a cool ſpirit, meek , like Moſes, in all his own. 
concernments, Among many other manifeſtations here» 
of, this one was remarkable, that when upon warm dil. 
pures with men of difſenting principles and opinions, his 
ſpirit was ſo even, that unhanſome provocations would 
not diſcompoſe him. Hereof I could give inſtances ; but 
I muſt forbear. 

3. For Patience he may well be called a ſecond 5706. 
Many who ſaw him under his racking pains, fo frequently 
reiterated, and fo long continued, are confident that 
God did put him , and keep him in his furnace to be a 
pattern of patience unto poſterity, It's true, he did roar 
many times till his throat was dry , but who ever _ 

may 
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him ſpeak one word 1 — 2M or diſcontent becauſe 
of Gods afflicting providence? He himſelf indeed would 
ſometimes through tendexnefle charge himſelf of impati- 
ency, becauſe he made a noiſe, whereas that expreſſed on- 
iy Natures ſenſibleneſſe, not ſioful frowardneſs. And when 
(accuſing himſelf in that kinde cauſelcſly ) he was minded 
of Chriſts roarings,though free from all ſin , he would be 
ſilent. I coofefle that in defires to be diſſolved, he would 
take up oba complaint: ber ſore is light given to him that 
1 in miſery and life unto the bitter in 2 ? Which long for 
death, but it cometh not, and dig for it more then for hid trea- 
ſures, &c. for my ſighing cometh before I eat, and my roar- 
ings are poured out like waters, Job 3. 20, 24. But he 
always concluded with ſubmiſſion unto the good pleaſure 
of God, When he had been asked how he did? this was 
frequently his anſwer , The buſh al wayes burning, but not 
conſumed; and though my paines be above the ſtrength of na- 
ture, yet they are not above the ſupports of grace. 

4 The Lord gave him ſo much of the Spirit of grace and 
ſupplications, that his ſoul was ne ver out of tune for that 
ſervice. Moſt of his words when under torment, were ho- 
ly complaints and prayers to God: ſome of them will 
record,that they may not be forgotten. O my God belp ! 
Father of mercies pity ! Do not contend for ever, conſider 
my frame, that I am but duſt ! My God that hath made hea- 
ven and earth help me | O give me patience,and inflict what 
thou wilt! If my patience was more, my pain would be leſſe, 
Dear Saviour, where are thy bowels | Why doeſt thaw make 


me an aſtoniſhment to my ſelf and others ? Why doeſt thou co- 


vor thy [elf with a thick clond,that our prayer: cannot paſſe ? 
Bleſſed u the man that endureth temptation, Lord, thu u 
4 ſad temptation; ſt aud by me and ſay, It is enough! Am I 
not thy ſervant ? Conſider, Lord, that 1 am thy ſervant. O 
theſe bitter Waters of Marah! Lord, drop ſweet comfort into 
theſe bitter waters of Varak. O the blood of prinbling, Lord: 
Lord,the blood of ſprinkling ! That blood Which extinguiſh> 
eth the fire of thine anger, O that it might allay my burning. 


pains ! I amina fiery ſurnace.; Lord, be with me , 4 _ 
watt. 
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walt With the three children, bring me aut refined from ſ nne. 
When I have ſailed throngh the Ocean of theſe paines, and 
look back, I ſee nine of theſe can be want ing. I flie unto thee, O 
God, hide me under the ſhadow of thy wings till theſe terrible 
ſtorms be over · paſt. 

5. God added Humility as a crown to all his other 
Graces, which did ſhine very bright in the eyes of all who 
were acquainted with him. Hence it was, that he would 
co nverſe familiarly with the pooreſt Chriſtians, and with 
them who were of low parts for knowledge. This his or- 
dinary expreſſion of himſelf before God, ſpake loud: Pooy 
worm. ſinſul wretch! O pardon my tran/greſſions, for they are 
very great. Hereupon he would weep much when he was 
told how much he was prayed for, wondering at Gods 
goodneſſe, that ſo worthleſs a wretch ſhould have ſo much 
intereſt in the hearts and prayers ot the people of the 
Lord, And his language in his Will reports how little 
he wis in his on eyes: The words are there, I de- 
fire that at my Funeral there may be no pomp, but that ſo 
poore a worthleſſe Wretch may be privately laid in the 

round. 

Thus from the rare Graces received, I proceed to 
the rich Comforts vouchſafcd ,as manifeſtations of Chriſts 
ſingular love towards this Saint of the moſt High God. 
O what kiſſes of Chriſts mouth, and what embraces from 
the arms of his love were beſtowedupon this man of God 
He enjoyed all along his aM-Red condition, an uninter- - 
rupted aſſurance of Gods fatherly love in Chriſt, In his ad- 
dreffes to God he conſtantly claimed propriety, My God, 
and my Father, Hs inward peace and joy, were the 
ſupport of his heart under all his giinding paines, He was 
confident of mercies mixtures with all his grievous diſ- 
rempers, not at all doubting of the Sanctification of them 
through grace. Thus he ſpake many times in his Applica- 
tions to God: Conſider and ſave me, for Iam thine. How 
long, Lord, how long ſhall I not be remembred? yea, I am 
remembred, bleſſed be thy Name. T hu is a fiery chariot, but 
it will carry me to heaven. Bleſſed be God that bath ſup- 
ported 
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ported me hitherto, and he 7 bath delivered, will d liver, 
T hou, Lord, neuer forgetteſt tbem that put their truſt in thee, 
Alwayes when the extremity of pain was over, he would, 
with ſmiles ſpeak of Gods mercies. Though trembling 
took hold upon him when his violent paines began, 
yet he would with confidence ſay, Now in rhe ſtrength of 
the mighty God 1 will mndergo theſe paines. O my God, pus 
under thine everlaſting arms, and ſtrengthen ms. Many 
times he hath told me, that notwithſtanding all his rent- 
ings and roarings (from which he expected no delivet- 
ance but by death) he would not for a thouſand worlds 
change eſtates with the greateſt man on earth, whom he 
looked upon as in a way of ſin. And let me tell you one 
providence of fatherly indulgence towards him That Sa- 
tan never ſhaked his confidence, nor aſſaulted kis hopes, all 
the time of bis t ireſome, ir łſome exerciſe, There is but one 
paſſage more which 1 ſhal point at under this ſecond head 
of my Narrative, viz That he accounted all theſe inward 
chearings the fruits of Prayers made for him, though God 
ſaw cauſe to deny that eaſe and recovery to his body 
Which was much begged ; withal valuing choſe ſpiritual 
cordials much beyond deliverance from the Gowt and 
Stone, and death it ſelf. 

All cheſe things I bave the rather mentioned, to pre. 
vent that diſcoutagement or offence, which ſome may be 
too apt to take at the continuance of his waſting, torment- 
ing paines , notwithſtanding his own godlineſſe, and the 
unceſſant Prayets, both ordinary and extraordinary, which 
were made un:o God in his behalfe: for be found the 
ſweet fruits of them in his own boſe me, when he felt the 
continuſnce and increaſe of his bodily griefs. 

I proceed to the third head of my promiled Narrative, 
which will ſpeak Mr. Vhitabers love tu bis feilou-Chriſti- 
ans, He was a man made up (as it were) of love: His 
delight was in the Saints upon earth, whom he eſtet med 
molt excellent, and their ſociety was a conſtant cordial 
unto his ſpiric. H sf. e quent v.ſics of them who were in. 
trouble, and his ſtirting up others to the like practice, 
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wereteſtimonies of his (249. His love was not only 
verbal, but real. Truly I know no man of his eſtate 
more liberal, He would often ſay. 1's 4 brave thing 
when a man with a full eftate bath a charitable beart.Some- 
times upon ſpecial occaſions he himſelf hath given away 
all the money he had in his houſe. It was not unuſual 
with him to give ewenty ſhillings unto a poor Saint, and 
be had many experiences of Gods gracious returns in ſuch 
caſes. By his Will he gave 20. J. to the godly poor of his 
own Pariſh, 

There were two caſes wherein his loves were moſt en- 
larged to the people of God, whereof I (hall give in 
two inſtances. Tbe one when their ſufferings were pub- 
lick. He hath often told me that Englands late 
breach with Scotland, and the blood ſhed, with other 
ſad conſequences thereof, had taken ſuch impreflion up- 
on his heart,that the ſorrow would never be removed till 

his death. And the ſufferings both in Holand and Eng- 
land, upon our late Sea-fights , were great burdens upon 
his ſpitit. The other caſe was in reference to the inward 
perplexity of ſuch as were afflicted in minde. Having 
moved me the week before his death to beſtow a viſit up- 
on one in that condition, the morning before his death, 
(when ſpeech was grievous in reſpectof bis weakneſſes) ie 
asked mewhether I had remembred the party troubled in 
ſpirit ? which is a remarkable evidence of ſtrong loves. 
Beſides all that hath been mentioned, I couid relate his 
many wreſtlings with God co prevent the flood of trou- 
bles which he apprehended che Proteſtane Churches are 
now in danger to be overflowed withal; as alſo his com- 
paſſionate reſp-& to Congregations in the Countty, who 
were like ſheep wandriog upon the barren mountaines 
without a (hepherd. 

T he fourth head of my Narrative ſhould hold forth the 
love which he received from the Saints of God, What 
godly heart that either knew him, or heard of his fame, 
did not love him? I will not ſpeak of the frequent ſriend- 
ly vilits of the Religious ones in rhe neighborhood round 

About, I never heard of any man ſo much prayed for, 
both 
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both in publick and pr Then was no particulir 
caſe ſo frequently, ſo affe&ionately ſpread before God 
in moſt of che Congregations about Londen as bis, Three 
dayes were ſet apart by Miniſters, and many other pray- 
ing friends to ſeek God in his behalf; one in private,and 
two in publick , which alſo were obſerved much better 
then ſuch dayes uſually are; yea, in remote Countreys, 
beſides the ordinary prayers made for him, there were 
ſome Faſts kept, with ſpecial reference to bis afiition. 
The multitude of people attending his Funeral, with the 
many weepirg eycs, did witnefſe how much he was belo- 
ved. Here I might remember the readineſſe of Londen- 
Miniſters to fupply his place at home, and Lectures elſe - 
where, as alſo the willingneſs of fellow-LeQurers at Veſt- 
winſter to preach for him there, when be himſelf by rea- 
ſon of weakneſſe could not poſlibly do his own work: But 
I may be ſilent, for ſtill every where upon the naming of 
him, love is ſome way diſcovered by ſuch who had know- 
ledge of bim. | 

vgh I bave related much concerning the worth of 
this good man; yet my conſcience tells me, that I have 
rather been defeRive then exceſſive in my relation. I 
have not told you of his humility, expreſſed by fears, left 
Gods people praying for him ſhould ſpeak too well of 
him before the Lord. Neithet have I mentioned his felf. 
denial , never dating to look after great matters in the 
world, whereby he condetmneth many whoſe ſelf · eki 
in earthly advantages, rendeteth chem very offcalive 
vaſzvoury in the Church of Chriſt. Towards his end 
neither faith nor patience did abate, though his grievous 
paincs were more frequent and violent z in-which 
regards his longings for death were much increaſed , yet 
attended with holy ſubmiſſion unto the good plexſure of 
God: Theſe were ſome of his expreſſions, O wy Seu, 
break open the priſon- door, and ſet my yoor capt ive ſoul free; 
but enable me willingly to wait thy time I dafire, robe doſe 
[aved; never did a man: more deſire liſi then tao dub 
When will that time come, 2 I ſhall wither fin = —

rer more? When ftall mortality pat on immortality? When 
thus earthly be dbſſolved , that I may be cloathed upon 
With that houſe which im from heaven ? Bleſſed are the dead 
which die in the Lord, for they reſt from their labours , and 
follow the Lamb whereſcever he goeth, 

The Sabbath ſeyen-night before God releaſed him, 
though his paines were very ſhatp, yet he beſtowed moſt 
part of the time of publick Ordinances in prayer with 
thoſe that were with him, and bis petitions were moſt for 
Miniſters, that God would cloath bis Ordinances with his 
own power, and enable Miniſters to ſpeak unto the ſouls 
of people. Then alſo he did with many tears bewail his 
detainment from the Sanctuaty and Sabbath- opportuni- 
ties, which had been bis delight; profeſſing alſo , that 
his being taken off from ſervice was 2 greater affliction to 
him then all his pains. And becauſe this apprehenſion , 
(viz. his unſerviceableneſſc) did much afflict him; there- 
fore this was often ſuggeſted to him, (which alſo was re- 
lieving to bis ſpiric,) viz. that now by the practice of 
Faith, Patience, Contentment, and Spiritualneſſe (which 
he had formerly preached) he was very profitable unto 
them who did viſit him, and might alſo prove very advan- 
rageous unto others who might be acquainted therewith, 
through Gods grace by Chriſt. So- great was dis tender 
reſpectunto his friends, that when his pains were coming 
with violence, he would intreat them to with-draw from, 
him, that they might not be grieved with bis roarings. 
He would often bleſs God, that his compa ſſionate friends 
were not neceſſitated to abide within the reach of his 
doleful lamentations, 

I hearing,the night before God tranſlated him, that he 
was not likely to live another day, I went early in the 
morning to take my leave of him (whom my ſoul loved) 
and found his bodily ſtrength almoſt ſpent. And becauſe 
he could not ſpeak without difficulty, I ſpake che more 
unt o him, in relation to the approach of his happy hoped 
for change : my diſcourſe through Gods mercy was re- 
freſhing unto his ſpirit, Minding him that many — — 
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friends intended to ſet apart that day'in ſeeking the Lord 
for him, I asked him in what things eſpecially he deſited 
to be remembred before the Throne of Grace ? His an- 
ſwer was, Do not complaine, but bleſſe God for me, aud in- 
treat bim to _ the priſon- door. Hereupon laying my hand 
upon his cold hand, covered with a clammy ſweat, I took 
my laſt farewel with an aking heart : and upon my de- 
parture from him, theſe were his laſt words unto me, 
Brother , I thank you, I pray God bleſſe you, and I blefſe 
God for you, 

T hat day was ſpent in addreſſes to God for him at Pe. 
ters Cornhil, where M. Newcomen quickened and guided 
our prayers in his Sermon from Job» 11. wherein he in- 
liſted eſpecially upon theſe words, Lord, behold,be whom 
thou loveſt is ſick, , ver. 4. And M. 7enkyn endeavoured 
ro moderate and regulate our ſorrows from Luke 23. 28, 
Weep not for me. 

Thus his friends having by prayers , with praiſ.s (on 
his behalf) given him up to God, and having prepared 
their heatts for their loſs of him, the Lord was pleaſed that 
evening to take him unto bimſelf, 

And now our friend Whitaker ſlcepeth. 1, He i dead, 
that ſpeaketh ſorrow. 2. H death i 4 lep, this y ieldeth 
relief. | 
Firſt, His death is ground of lamentation , becauſe 
Chriſt and bis Church have now one friend leſs on earth 
to be ſetvicesble unto both. I would awakes your hearts 
unto ſenſibleneſſe under this great loſſe, and there- 
fore wiſh that his great parts, many intereſts, frequent 
opportunities of ſervice, together with the unmovable 
faithfulneſs of his beart to imptove all for good, may be 
duly remembted, viz. * | 

1. As for his Abilities, he was an univei ſat Scholar, both 
in the Arcs and Original Languages; by much ſtudy he 
had digeſted the whole Body of Divinicy,be was well ac- 
quainted both with the Schoolmen and the Fathers, 2 
good Diſputant, judicious in Caſes of Conſcience, and le- 
cond unto none in acquaintance with the holy . 
K2 2, 
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2.He had much intereſt inthe hearts of perſons of chief 
eſt places and power in the Nation: for the plainnefle of 
his ſpirit, together with the power of godlineſſe (which 
did Mine in his converſation) gained bim much Authori- 
ty in the conſciences of all ſotts with whom he converſed, 
whether in the City or Counttey. 

3. And his opportunities of ſervice were many, not only 
in Fonthwark, but alſo in London, Weſim nſter, Stepney, 
where he had much imployment. | 

We read when Dorcas was dead, that the widows food 
weeping,and ſhewing the coats which ſbe had made, Acts 9.39. 
— that upon Pauls depatture the people wept , becauſe + 
they ſhonld ſee his face no more, Acts 20. 3 8. And is there 
not reaſon that we ſhould be in like manner affected, re- 
membring how truth hath been defended,error confuted, 
holineſs cheriſhed,wickednefſe checked, the cauſe of the 
poor pleaded, and the violence of ſome paſſionate ſpirits 
allayed by M. Abiiaberꝰ But now this able, publick · ſpirited 
man moſt be ſerviceable on earth no more ; now we ſhall 
not be edified by his Miniſtery any more, not warmed by 
bis prayers any more, nor cheared by his company and con. 
ference any more, But let us moderate our ſorrow by this 
following confideration , That cr friend Whitaker i not 
dead, but ſleepeth: For this aſſureth us both of his preſent 
eaſe,and future Reſurtection. Now being aſleep he is well, 
he reſteth, (as in a bed) and we ſhall not ſee his pale face, 
his weeping eyes, his trembling hands any more, we ſhall. 
no more hear his deep groans,and doleful lamentations. 
He is fallen aſleep in the Lord, and he and we ſhall have a 
betrer meeting at the general ReſurreAion then ever 
hererofore,and then ſhall we ever be with the Lord. There- 
fore let w comfort one anoth# with theſe words, 1 Thel. 4. 
15,18, 

I have but one thing more to hint; vis. That Chriſt 
now knowetd that this our preciour friend ſleepeth. From 
whence I infer, 1. Comfort. 2. Counſel. This may be chear- 
ing unto all his mourting Relations, Domeſtics], Paſtoral, 
Claſſical, For Chriſt underſtandeth that bis wife hath. loſt 
a 
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a dear husband, his children an indulgent father, his people 
| a fairhful Paſtor, the Claſlis a chief Pillar, and all good 
| Chriſtians a real friend. 

And ſecing Chriſt (conſidering that M*. Abitaſer is 
dead) dorh allo obſerve how we all are affected with this 
providence; theriore I beſeech you, and beſeech you again, 
to ſtudy in good eatneſt the gracious improvement of this 
ſad diſpenſation. Let us hear the voice of this rod, re- 
pentingly remember the forfeitures made of this blefſiog, 
and make conſcionable imitation of the good example he 
hath left us. 

Though Mr. Whitaker is dead, yet bi holy life ſpraketh. 
My Narrative hath told much of that which it ſpeaketh , 
and my prayers are, that it may ſpeak ( through the con- 
currence of Gods grace) that unto all our hearts, which 
may be for ſpiritual and eternal benefit by Chriſt,
